Laundries Kick 
At License Fees 


Palm Springs city officials were 
named in a superior court action this 
week, filed by laundry companies ob­ 
jecting to license fees fixed by the 
city. 
The Redlands Daundry and the 
Southern 
Service 
Company 
were 
principal plaintiffs in the suit which 
seeks to test the constitutionality of 
a provision in the new Palm Springs 
license law for charging $48 a year 
for each truck used by a laundry com­ 
pany in picking up work in Palm 
Springs. 
It is claimed by the com panies that 
they have local establishm ents in 
Palm Springs and cannot be classed 
as “outside" firms. 
An injunction against the city's col­ 
lection of the fees which the laundry 
companies consider illegal is requested 
in the superior court action.

Chairman 
Dloyd Simon of the com­ 
mittee raised most of the 
$500 himself, required to 
purchase the dog. It costs 
the National Eye Associa­ 
tion about $800 to train 
the dog. 
A few weeks ago young 
Fred Souleles of Dos An­ 
geles received the German 
shepherd dog, Vera, from 
Dr. W. A, Christensen, 
president of the Eye Dog 
Association, and after a 
week's training with the 
dog, he can now go any­ 
where. 
The Dos Angeles Exam­ 
iner this week had Hie fol­ 
lowing to say about the 
young man: 
“To 
21-yenr-old- 
Fred 
Souleles a German shep­ 
herd dog means "seeing,” 
a new lease oil life and 
the ability to be independ­ 
ent of others for physical 
aid. . . . 
"For this youth is blind, 
but, like many others, be

Holubar Trials

The injunction suit of W alter D. 
Holubar vs. the City of Palm Springs 
and all members of the city council, 
all city officials and numerous John 
Does and John Blacks, scheduled to be 
heard in Riverside last Monday, was 
postponed to 2 p. in., next Monday, 
October 10, in Department 1 of the 
Superior Court. Mr. Holubar asks 
that the city and its employes be tem­ 
porarily and permanently restrained 
from interfering with the construction 
of his proposed building oil 
South 
Palm Canyon Drive, which the city 
alleges is being built ill violation of 
the zoning ordinance. 
Mr. Holubar, himself arrested Sep­ 
tember 19 for constructing a building 
without first having obtained a per­ 
mit, will be tried October 13 at 10 a.

City Council 
Has Another 
Busy Session 


, 
The city council met W ednesday 
evening for its regular monthly meet­ 
ing. which is the first W ednesday 
¡evening of Hn month. Although the 
council lias been meeting almost every 
week since the city was Incorporated 
I last April, all other m eetings have 
been either special or adjourned m eet­ 
ings. 
All of the seven councilmen, 
the city attorney, city clerk, and most 
of the city department heads were 
present at the meeting. 
The street comm ittee again present­ 
ed a list of recommendations, which 
were granted by the council, as fel­ 
lows: 
Garbage Collection 
Ordinance No. 23, the garbage an 1 
rubbish collection law, was amended 
by adding after the words 
"duly 
authorized contractor or contractors" 
in section 4. the words, "or such per­ 
sons or corporations duly licensed in 
accordance with Ordinance No. IS. ’ 
This gives other licensed garbage col­ 
lectors the right to collect garbage 
and refuse in tile city. 
The comm ittee suggested that the 
city request the Sanitary Board turn 
over to the city, at the lowest possible 
fee, full operation of the city dump, 
all liability to he assumed by the city. 


Health Laws 
The comm ittee also suggested that 
a health ordinance be drawn as soon 
as possible after a thorough investi­ 
gation of local conditions, especially 
in reference to medical exam inations 
at the opening of each season of per­ 
sons handling foodstuffs, and proper 
inspection of same and establishm ents 
at frequent intervals in restaurants, 
grocery stores and markets. 
They reported that full co-operation 
of county health authorities has been 
assured and suggested that Mr. Harris 
of the county health department he 
appointed deputy city health officer 
as soon as feasible, and that permits 
be issued at nominal fees to cover in­ 
spection costs, thus assuring patrons 
of food establishm ents of proper sani­ 
tary conditions. They suggested the 
ordinance require washing of vege­ 
tables and clean handling of all other 
foodstuffs in all hotels, restaurants 
and wholesale and retail food estab­ 
lishm ents. 
The com m ittee wants a separate 
ordinance requiring the licensing of 
dogs and prevention and control of 
rabies.

unfettered, qualities. 
Invariably, however, just before It 
was too late, the novelist brought the 
recreant benedict to realize that the 
quiet homebody was the Real Woman, 
after all, and that all is not gold that 
titters.

Of this group. 36 per cent of 
the girls were continuing th eir educa­ 
tion, while but 29 per cent of the boys 
were going on to college. 


There, it seems, rises a threat to 
domestic tranquillity which the senti­ 
mental fictionist of yore m ight have 
attacked with gusto!

By the 
time he has developed the ability to 
provide beefsteak and tickets to the 
neighborhood movie, she has soared to 
the level where people order pate de 
fois gras with the correct accent and 
discuss only neosurrealist a rt and the 
Little Theatre movement. 
No doubt the resourceful 
old-time 
novelist would come up with a soul- 
satisfying solution—after 380 pages of 
bitter struggle against Fate with a 
capital "F.” 
But in real life— in this 
day as in that—such worrisome plots 
have a wey of resolving of their own 


accord into reasonably happy endings. 
Women long since have taken the 
c a l a m i t y 
novelist's 
stock-in-trade 
away from him by keeping pace with 
their husbands’ intellectual mountain 
climbing, through the stimulation of 
club, welfare, educational and social 
activities outsitie of the home. 


And as far as the modern maiden 
is concerned, there is little doubt that 
the wise college girl will discover that 
the acument of the male mind may 
be sharpened quite as keenly on the 
whetstone of business experience as 
on a college curriculum. 
Also 
the 
beefsteak and the neighborhood movie 
are not to be sneezed at—not in these 
times.
